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OR years the book-buying policy of a 

certain small library was the despair 
of the Secretary of the State Library 
Commission. This library was housed in 
a beautiful little building. The village 
appropriated more money for its library 
than did the average town of its size. 
The library trustees worked early and 
late in their efforts to make their library 
the best in their section of the state. 
But they firmly believed that the pur- 
chase of any child’s book costing over 
fifty cents was an intolerable extrava- 
gance. 


One day the Secretary of the Library 
Commission received a letter from the 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees. 
Would she come to B—— to advise re- 
garding a situation of serious import? 
Of course she would! The problem as 
presented was this: The best books pub- 
lished were provided for the adult read- 
ers of the community. These books were 
being read in other communities. In 
B—— they stood on the shelves while 
books of mediocre quality circulated in 
large numbers. Wanted — the reason 
and the remedy. 


The visitor rose. “| can show you the 
cause,” she said. “As to the remedy—it 
is certain, but exceedingly slow.” She 
led the way to the children’s section— 
made a significant gesture toward the 
shelves filled with cheap juvenile series. 
‘Most of your adult patrons formed their 
reading habits here,” she said. “You 
can do little now to change their tastes 
Your responsibility is with the oncom- 
ing generation.”

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Readable Books 


By LyMAn Bryson, Professor of Education, Teachers College, 
Columbia University 


HE quest for readable books on serious subjects was begun by librarians. 

Other educators of adults, especially leaders in the rapidly expanding 

forum movement, have joined in the clamor for more and better simple, 
inexpensive books on important questions of the day. For a number of years 
there has been much talk but very little achievement. There are now signs, how- 
ever, that the campaign is beginning to have an effect. One sign is that publishers 
are becoming somewhat sensitive to standards of readability. They are putting 
labels on their products to tempt the potential book-reading public which librarians 
and educators have been talking about. Several smaller publishing houses have 
tried unorthodox but promising experiments. And now another sign to show 
that we are getting on—the movement for readable books is not only misunder- 
stood but opposed, even by some librarians. 

It is a very healthy thing for those of us who have been in a crusading mood 
to realize that our enthusiasm has aroused misgivings. Another statement of 
purposes is called for. And after so much talk, we can try to define our field of 
interest by telling what does not concern us. 

First of all, a campaign for readable books is not concerned with “re-writing 
the classics.” Whether it is useful or not to condense some of the great novels for 
adults who are struggling out of illiteracy is a debatable question into which we 
need not go. The campaign for readable books is not being carried on for the 
benefit of men and women who are just learning to read. It is concerned with 
the needs of forty or fifty million people, of about seventh-grade reading experi- 
ence, the largest single group of possible readers. Nor is anyone seriously inter- 
ested in re-writing the Declaration of Independence, the Magna Carta, the Ten 
Commandments, or the Laws of Manu. The advocates of readability are pious 
and patriotic citizens, who would lay no profane hands on historic documents. 
The publicity accidentally given to one student’s exercise in the Readability Labora- 
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tory of Teachers College has stirred a fury in hundreds of editorial bosoms that 
has been both saddening and amusing. It is mentioned here only in the hope, 
probably vain, of checking that special kind of misinterpretation. Much of this 
questioning has come from those who have never bothered to find out that no one 
contemplates tampering with great books of the past. These people have been 
quite needlessly frightened over the dangers of re-writing works which are great 
because of their expression, the books that belong to what was once called “the 
literature of power.” 

Objections to making books of information more easily understood have been 
raised on quite different grounds.. Some have said that librarians will fail in 
their educational duty if they do not encourage readers to stretch their powers. 
The answer is that the campaign for readable books has to do with those works 
whose purpose is the communication and interpretation of facts. The powers 
of all of us are stretched enough in trying to understand the facts of modern 
science and current affairs without having unnecessary difficulties put in our way 
by clumsy communication. 

We want books, better than any that are now being written, about the things 
in which people can and would be interested. We want books that shall be litera- 
ture, if that is not too much to hope for, in one of the greatest of literary traditions. 
Librarians and critics and editors ought to know that there is a great plain style 
in English. Are Swift and Berkeley, Dryden, Southey, and Thackeray great 
writers? There are literary purposes for which the great plain style is not suited 
and librarians and teachers should be cheered on in all their efforts to get people 
to read in the tradition of Browne, Milton, De Quincey, or some modern exemplar 
of that prose school, like Conrad, for example, or Frazer of The Golden Bough. 
But the business of the world has always required a great deal of prose writing 
that conveyed ideas in the most direct and lucid way. This is not easy writing; 
it is immensely difficult to do. It is not jargon nor “business English” nor “vul- 
garization.” The lack of it is due largely to the fact that it requires a discipline 
and artistry which few people who have ideas to convey will take the trouble to 
achieve. 

The Readability Laboratory established by the American Association for Adult 
Education at Teachers College, Columbia, has taken only the first steps in bring- 
ing together what is known and what has been guessed at regarding this problem. 
A committee including Dr. Charles A. Beard, Morse A. Cartwright, and the writer 
of this note has been trying to get together the reports of investigators. The 
findings of scientists, such as Waples, Gray, Munroe, Tyler, and Leary, have been 
used to test material already in print. Methods worked out by Elizabeth C. 
Morriss for the lower levels of reading ability have been adapted to the investiga- 
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tion of books for the average man. A number of graduate students have carried 
on experiments in single phases of reading difficulty. 

The next step, if it can be taken, will be to apply some of these methods to the 
preparation of material and to offer books as examples. If the public buys and 
reads these books, we shall know how to go on. If they are only partially su 
ful, as seems more likely, we shall have more knowledge to work with. 

In such a publication program, however, we would not produce books for a 
special class of people. It is true that the general public is better informed in some 
subjects than in others. There is a dangerous general ignorance of social and 
political affairs. But we are all consumers of simple books on some subjects and 
if these books are written as they should be, without condescension, with real 
understanding of subject matter, with direct simplicity, they will be read. It is 
desired, of course, to increase the number of readers. There are millions of men 
and women who never read a book on a serious subject. They may be tempted 
by this new kind. Forum leaders are used to having listeners get interested in 
subjects they hear discussed only to be balked when they try to inform them- 
selves further by independent study. But the purpose of this movement is to 
increase reading as well as to increase the number of readers. It is to make avail- 
able for any one a simple, lucid explanation of the important facts in any field 
about which he happens to be ignorant, but interested. We might hope some- 
day even to encourage better writing among the specialists who write for other 
specialists. It is sheer snobbishness to pretend that any expository writing is 
better because it is obscure. But the chief need is to make this world intelligible 
to more of the people who have to live in it. 

Have we any reason to hope for success? Is the capacity to write well in the 
plain style so personal a quality that we can only pray to have more people 
endowed with it? Can it be learned? Can it be learned only for subject matter 
of which the writer is a master? Can good writing come out of editing or com- 
mittee work? To some of these questions we have tentative answers. Some 
supremely great books have been made by committees. The King James version 
of the English Bible is one. The dialog of a play, which must be tense and live 
and revealing, is frequently the work of several authors. But, of course, we do 
aot know enough. Structural elements have been well isolated by Gray and 
Leary. Interests have been cataloged by Waples, Tyler, and Munroe. Readers’ 
advisers have accumulated impressions of individual successes and failures that 
may possibly be reduced to principles. In this maze of fragments and partial con- 
clusions, we can only struggle to get what is necessary for a practical program. 
A certain amount of pessimism is justified. Those who have never believed in 


popular education will make fun of this campaign just as the pundits of Great 
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Britain made fun of the beginnings of adult education a hundred years ago. 


‘These minor straws of opposition are easily swept aside. The real difficulties are 
staggering, but the only alternative to the attempt we are making is to accept 
general public ignorance. Many of those who are best aware of the difficulties 
and dangers are unwilling to give up. We want at least to do what can be done.*

by Robert Frost that were on exhibit at the Library during April, while Mr. Frost 
himself was in residence at the University. The catalog, entitled Robert Frost, a 
chronological survey, and compiled by Lawrence R. Thompson, lists books, maga- 
zines, pictures, manuscripts, pamphlets, and letters. It does not pretend to be 
exhaustive, and bibliographical details other than publisher and date are not given. 
Instead, pleasant descriptive text giving many facts about Mr. Frost and his work 
accompanies the entries. Reproductions of three woodcuts by J. J. Lankes, which 
originally appeared with some of the poems, are included. Only 250 copies of the 
book were printed. The price is $2 and it may be ordered from the Library.

THE PUBLISHERS of the list, Health Books—Old and New, wish to remind users of the 
way in which this list was prepared. As stated in Dr. Fishbein’s introduction the lists are 
the results of checking THe Booktist and Booklist Books, 1920 to date, the A.L.A. Catalog 
1926, and 1926-31, to determine which of the books listed in these publications are still 
useful and which are not. “Books Still Satisfactory,” therefore, could contain only titles 
which had appeared in the A.L.A. publications checked. However, the following new edi- 
tions which have been called to Dr. Fishbein’s attention are accepted by him as satisfactory 
and useful: Harmer, Bertha, Text-book of the Principles and Practice of Nursing, 1934; 
McCollum, Elmer Verner, and Simmonds, Nina, Newer Knowledge of Nutrition, 1929; 
Rose, Mrs. Mary Davies (Swartz) Feeding the family, 1929, and her Foundations of nutri- 
tion, 1933: Rosenau, Milton Joseph, and others, Preventive medicine and hygiene, 1935. 

Health Books—Old and New, like the publications from which it was compiled, is primarily 
intended for general public library use. Obviously, therefore, it does not include many titles 
which appeal chiefly to the laboratory worker or advanced student. 

It should also be remembered that, according to the Preface, “Books Now Obsolete,” is 
a list of titles, “which, in the opinion of the authors, should be discarded or relegated to the 
historical collection.” Tt is still the privilege and duty of the individual librarian to decide 
what action to take.
